DEATH RATE OF U. S$. REDUCED 
BY ONE HALF SINCE 1900 


In Cases of Diphtheria and Typhoid 
It Is Cut 95 Pct., Medical 
Report Discloses. 

NEW YORK, July 5.—The re- 
vised report of the joint committee 
on health problems of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and _ the 
National Educational Association, 
made public today, said that the 
death rate of the nation has been 
cut in half since 1900. In the case 
of some diseases, notably diph- 
theria, it has been reduced 95 per 
cent. The report disclosed that re- 
duction in the diphtheria was 
equalled by that for typhoid and 
paratyphoid. : 

The report estimated that Amer- 
ican taxpayers pay more than 
$927,000,000 yearly to care for suf- 
ferers from tuberculosis and heart 
disease, and to assist those other- 
wise physically handicapped.

HEAD ACTUAL WORK 


Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Probably Will Be 
Named to Executive Post 
Now Held by Chairman.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Presi- 
dent Hoover conferred with party 
leaders today at his camp on the 
Rapidan, in what Washington ac- 
cepted as the beginning of a final | 
effort to get rid of Claudius H. | 
Huston as chairman of the Re- 
publican National Com mittee. 
Among those present were Senator 


Fess of Ohio, slated to succeed 
Huston in the chairmanship; Sen- 
ator Watson of Indiana, majority 
leader in the Senate, and Senator 
McNary of Oregon, his assistant. 

A definite plan has been reached 
for reorganizing the party machin- 
ery in preparation for the fall cam- 
paign. It is patterned on that 
adopted by the Democrats more 
than a year ago, and involves the 
election of a national chairman 
whose duties would be nominal, 
and the selection of a chairman 
of the Executive Committee who 
would be entrusted with the actual 
task of directing the party organ- 
ization. 

Robert H. Lucas of Kentucky, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 


man to head the Executive Com- 
mittee. Under this plan, Senator 
Fess would wear the silk hat and 
make the speeches, and Lucas 
would do the thinking. Later on 
it is expected that Lucas would he 
elevated to the national chairman- 
ship. 

In the Democratic organization, 
John J. Raskob occupies the post 
of national chairman, but the com- 
mittee’s activity actually is direct- 
ed by Jouett Shouse, chairman of 
the Executive Committee. It ~~ is 
conceded that during the last year 
the Democratic organization has 
functioned far more effectively and 
intelligently than that of the Re- 
publicans. 

Chief Obstacle to Reorganization. 

The principal obstacle to the re- 
organization of the Republican 
machine is Huston’s presence. The 
belief that he is soon to go appar- 
ently is shared by everyone except 
Huston, who is reported as per- 
sisting in his determination to re- 
main until President Hoover de- 
mands his resignation. For some 
unexplained reason,gthe President,

Other Nations Suffer. 

| Import duties are directed 
| against the products of other coun- 
tries. They are devised in order 
|to exclude those products. In that 
|way, although the purpose is to 
benefit the industries of one's 
‘own country that object is achieved 
‘by methods which inflict damage 
on the industries of other nations. 
This is the reason why the applica- 
tion of laws setting up custéms 
duties constitute the subject for 
prolonged negotiation and bargain- 
ing between nations. 

Tariffs are a subject for in- 
ternal decision, but they are alo 
recognized to be a matter of in- 
ternational concern, The changed 
financial situation since the war 
has made the United States tariff 
a matter of much deeper and much 
more urgent international moment 
than ever. Owing to the war the 
United States has become the larg- 
est creditor country in the world. 
The world owes them thousands 
of millions sterling and is sti}! 
borrowing from their financiers. [n 
other continenéss the United States 
of America have largely supplant- 
ed Britain as the leading creditor. 
Hence the greater international cf- 
fect of the United States tariff. 

Europe's Frank Attitude. 

Quite frankly this is the attitude 
of Europe towards the new 
tariff: 

In the colossal struggle forced 
upon us for the elementary 

rights of civilization—the na- 
ture of the struggle being fully 
recognized by America—we were 
driven to make .gigantic sacri- 
fices in human life. Ten million 
of our young men were slaugh- 
tered. Millions more were in- 
capacfated and are now a bur- 
den on our resources. Our 
wealth was depleted and otir 
fluid assets werd completely ex- 
hausted. We were therefore 
compelled to borrow heavily 
from America to carry on the 
fight which concerned human- 
ity in both spheres, America has 
insisted on our repaying there 
borrowings. We can only do 
so by selling the products of our 
labors and now America bolis 
the gates of her markets against 
the goods which alone will en- 
able us to pay our debts to her 
people. 

Europe is therefore perturbed 
and annoyed. That is a fair sum- 
mary of European opinion.

SPANISH WAR BILL 
VETO OVERRIDDEN 


Parker Nomination Another 
Outstanding Defeat for 
Executive — Muscle 
Shoals Controversy Un- 
settled.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—With 
the aid of the tightly controlled 
House of Representatives, Presi- 
dent Hoover came off with two 
victories in the clésing hours of 
the long congressional session 
which ended late Thursday night. 

The President got his $250,000 
for another year’s work by the 
Wickersham Law Enforcement 
Commission and he won his fight 
for the Johnson disability pension 
bill for Worll War veterans. Con- 
gressional action on the latter 
measure was completed when the 
Senate, by a vote of 48 to 14, 
adopted the conference report 
which accepted the House pension 
rates of $12 to $40 a month in- 
stead of the proposed Senate rates 
running up to $60, 

The bill was denounced in the 
Senate on two grounds—tfirst, that 
it established for the first time in 
World War veterans’ legislation 
the principle of a general disabil- 
ity pension and, second, that the 


rates in the Johnson bill were too: 


low. 

Holding over the Senate the 
threat of a presidential veto, if the 
lower rates were not accepted, ad- 
ministration leaders said the John- 
son bill was a “take it or leave it’ 
proposition—that if it were not 
passed there would be no veterans’ 
relief legislation, to the credit of 
the session. 

Norris Stood Pat. 

Pleas by Senator Norris and 
others to stand fast in order to 
compel a@ vote by the House on the 
Senate rates were of no avail. 

This group of,Senators contend- 
ed that the bill represented the wil] 
of the House triumvirate of lead- 
ers—Speaker Longworth, Congress- 
man Tilson, the majority leader, 
and Congressman Snell, the Rules 
Committee chairman—and not the 
will of the House. 

Confidence was expressed that, 
if the House were permitted to 
vote on the rates, it would raise 
them to the Senate level. The con- 
tention was raised that the House 
had been gagged by the action of 
the leaders in denying the mem- 
bership all opportunity to increase 
the proposed rates or otherwise 
amend the administration measure. 

Notwithstanding al] these diffi- 
culties with Congress, President 
Hoover met with only three major 
reverses:in the 15 months between 
the calling of the specia! session in 
April, 1929, and the end of the 
tirst regular session of the Seventy- 
first Congress, Thursday night. 

This estimate does not include 
the passage of a tariff bill which 
went beyond the bounds of the 
President's call for a “limited” re- 
vision. Though he did not like the 
bill, he signed it, taking the posi- 
tion that he could cure its faults 
through the workings of the flex- 
ible provision. 

Lost on Immigration. 

The President lost his fight fot 
repeal of the national origins pro- 
visions of the Immigration Act, he 
was defeated in his effort to ele- 
vate Judge John J. Parker of 
North Carolina, to the Supreme 
Court bench and he lost in the 
matter of the Spanish War vet- 
erans’ pension bill, whick by an 
overwhelming vote, was passed 
over hig veto. 

To the defeats which the record 
shows and to the fact that the 
President's call for a limited tariff 
revision was overridden, there 
should, perhaps, be added another 
item. The President won his fight 
to keep down the initial cost of the 
new war relief legislation, but he 
won it at the price of seeing a 
general disability pension system 
established for World War veter- 
ans. 

Champions of the original relief 


bill, which the President vetoed, 
contended that its enactment 
would have deferred the passage 


of a digability pension for 10 or 15 
years, On the President's side, it 
is argued that the pension system 
would have come inevitably in a 
couple of years, and that was 
justified in accepting it at this 
time in order to kill the bill.

Mob Abandons Its Search 
for Uncle and Three 
Brothers of Pair Slain at

EMELLE, Ala., July 5.—A band 
of more than..25 armed men 
searched until late today in a 
swamp near the Mississippi line for 
four Negroes, participants in 
a quarrel with a white man last 
night that caused four deaths, two 


‘white and-two Negroes. Two other 


white men were hurt and two un- 
identified Negroes were thought to 
be hiding in the woods, wounded 
by possemen’s guns... : 

Possemen seeking the slayers of 
Grcver Boyd and Charlie Marrs, 
white men, said this afternoon it 
was apparent the quartet had elud- 
ed them and escaped into Missis- 
sippi and abandoned the search, 
Quiet was restored here tonight. 

The Negroes slain were John 
Robertson, shot down while resist- 
ing a posse seeking to search his 
home, and Jacob Robertson, his 
nephew, who was lynched by a 
mob last night. 

Investigation Unlikely. 

The Negroes sought, Tom Rob- 
ertson and his sons, brothers of 
the lynching victim, Esau, Olile 
and John, were sought throughout 
last night by between 200 and 300 
armed men, after they had beaten 
up Clarence Boyd, nephew of Gro- 
ver, who was slain as he sought to 
aid him. 

A Coroner’s jury late tcday re- 
turned a verdict that the two Ne- 
groes came to their deaths at the 
“hands of party or parties wun- 
known.” Officials had made no in- 
dication that an investigation would 
be conducted. 

Jim Ayres, white, was suffering 
from a cheek wound received in 
a fight with the Negroes last night, 
and Clarence Boyd, was injured 
severely about the head with a bot- 
tle held by a Negro. 

Grover Boyd was shot down from 
behind by one of the Negroes and 
Marrs was killed while possemen 
and citizens stormed John Robert- 
son's house iast night, where the 
Negroes had taken refuge.

A 174 per cent increase over

One Bank in County Finds 
10 Mortgages Used by 
Late Auto Dealer, Which 
Are Said to Be Spurious. 


A recapitulation by banks and 
finance companies last night 
showed that Harry von Stein Gro- 
ver, president of the St. Louis 
County Automobile Co., who shot 
himself Wednesday when his fi- 
nancial obligations became press- 
ing, had borrowed money on more 
than $100,000 in collateral, much 
of which was forged. 

Investigations still are being con- 
ducted to determine which auto- 
mobile mortgagd¢ds Grover borrowe:l 
on were forged, which were dupli- 
cates and which were valid. One 
bank has found 10 mortgages for 
varying amounts, upon which the 
signatures have been repudiated by 
the persons purported to have 
signed them. 

Directors of the Clayton Nation- 
al Bank have bought up $33,000 in 
collateral which Grover had on de- 
posit there, thus leaving the bank 
unaffected by any possible loss 
through forgery or duplication. 


First National Depositors 
Protected, 

| The First National Bank of Clay- 
ton, which held $27,482 of Grover's 
‘collateral, has a $35,000 surplus, 
which will protect depositors and 
istockholders from any possible 
loss, directors of the bank said. At 
least 10 of the notes at this bank 
have been found to be false, ac- 
cording to Joseph McAtee, attorney 


William J. Westphale, cashier of 
the People’s State Bank of Maple- 
wood, declined to say what amount 
of Grover’s collateral his bank 
held. An officer of the bank said 
Friday that the amount would not 
exceed $7000. However, another 
banker concerned in the Grover 
case said he had been informed 
the amount exceeded this figure. 
At a meeting of bankers yesterday 
a representative of the bank re- 
fused to tell how much of the 
collateral his depository held.

Scheme Used by Former Aid. 

A scheme similar to that which 
Grover used to raise money—the 
duplication of notes and forgery of 
signatures—was used by a business 
associate 10 years ago, it was 
learned last night. The associate, 
Frank A. Martin, disappeared when 
he was short in his accounts $300,- 
000, of which Grover lost $28,000. 

Grover’s loss came when he in- 
dorsed notes upon which Martin 
borrowed money. Motor trucks 
which Martin did not have were 
the purported collateral for the 
notes. After, Martin, whose real 
name was Arthur Raymond, disap- 
peared, Grover made good a $500 
fraudulent check which Martin had 
drawn on a Clayton bank. Martin 
later returned to St. Louis and 
never was prosecuted.

Fire on American and British 
Gunboats—Two English 
Seamen Wounded.

LONDON, July 56.—A  Reuter’s

British gunboat Teal was fired on 
yestertiay at Yochow by the ban- 
dits who captured and sacked that 
city. Two Brittsh sailors were 
wounded. The gunboat returned 
the fire. The gunboat Bee has 
been ordered to Yochow {from 
Hagkow. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 5.—Diffi- 


culties with revolution-torn China, 


already climaxed by a State De- 
partment protest, were augmented 
today by a radio report to the Navy 
Department that an American sail- 
or had been killed in a battle with 
ban dits. 

The s¢aman was Samuel Elkins 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., attached to the 
United States gunboat Guam. He 
was struck by a bandit rifle bullet 
during a short encounter at Yo- 
chow, Honan, China, when brigands 
turned from looting the city to fir- 
ing on the ship. A report of the 
encounter sent to Secretary of the 
Navy Adams by Rear Admiral 
Charles B. McVay, cammander-in- 
chief of the Asiatic fleet, said: 


‘“U. S. ship Guam reports she was 
heavily fired on by Communists at 
about 1 p. m. July 4 while convoy- 
ing the Neithing past Yo Chow. 
Fire was silenced by 26 rounds 
three-inch and 1200 rounds ma- 
chine guns. 

‘Seaman First Class Samuel El- 
kins was killed by rifle bullet. 

“No sign of foreigners in Yo- 
chow.” 

Two days ago, the State Depart- 
ment instructed the United States 
legation at Peiping that “urgent 
protests” were to be made against 
the mistreatment of United States 
citizens in China. This action fol- 
lowed a report from Frank P. 
Lockhart, Consul-General at Han- 
kow, that he had received reliable 
advices that American missionaries 
at Suiping, Honan, China, had been 
driven through the streets with 
sticks. 

Lockhart’s report to the Depart- 
ment said the Rev. Thomas I. Lee

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Sena- 
tor Barkley of Kentucky said in a 
statement through the Democratic 
National Committee today that if 
farm prices continue downward, 
the Government “will be driven in- 
to the real estate business.”’ 

He characterized the prediction 
of the Department of Agriculture 
that for the next seven years wheat 
prices would be lower than in the 
last seven as “remarkable,” ‘‘with- 
out warrant” and made at “a pe- 
culiarly inopportune time when 
grain and especially wheat is lower 
than it has been for nearly 20 
years.” 

Barkley said the praise Secretary 
Hyde gave the tariff on the same 
day of the crop prediction was “a 
tragic way of notifying the farm- 
ers of America that under this ad- 


ministration the worst is yet to 
come.” 
“If the prices of major farm 


commedities are destined to lower 
prices still, it is, indeed, a dark 
picture for the man who lives on 
a farm,’ he said, asserting that 
both wheat and cotton were selling 
below the cost of production. 

“The Federal farm loan system 
already owns $17,000,000 of real 
estate taken over for unpaid loans 
and the Joint Stock Land banks 
own $15,000,000 worth of real es- 
tate.”

ROPER temperature and humidity conditions naturally vary under differ-

In offices there is found a general increase in ef- 
ficiency and results. It must not be understood that conditioned air is appli- 
cable during warm months only; its benefits are also desirable during the cold 
season, because of humidity control. 


TH definitely preparing and controlling conditioned air in office, room or store, we find 

that there ts a realization of the fact that we have become more comfortable. The result- 
ing comfort and healthful atmosphere is most important. It is created with the use of heat 
during cold months and of refrigeration during hot months. It is of prime importance that this 
air be distributed evenly and properly, with correct diffusion and elimination of high velocities 
of movement while introducing fresh air into the system, and at the same time taking proper 
measures to purify the air and eliminate any bacteria present.

Supreme Court Has Consid- 
ered and Rejected Fact 
‘That One Eye Witness 
Said He Was Not Slayer. 


DECLARED EVIDENCE 
AMPLE TO CONVICT 


Held That Testimony Now 
Offered for Clemency 
Probably Would Not 
Have Changed Verdict. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 5 — 
When the Missouri Supreme Court 
affirmed the conviction of Thomas 
Murphy of the holdup murder of 
a druggist in St. Louis—for which 
he is under sentence to be hanged 
July 25—the court gave consid- 
eration to the fact, now being 
urged to obtain a commutation of 
sentence, that one eyewitness, whd 
was not called to testify at the 
trial, had declared Murphy was 


not the slayer. 

Murphy’s attorney has asked 
Gov. Caulfield for a hearing on an 
application for commutatién of 
sentence to life imprisonment, 
based on an affidavit by John P. 
English, 5716 Southwest avenue, 
St. Louis. The witness who did 
not testify at the trial, that Mur- 
phy was not the man who killed 
Charles A. Reilly in a holdup of 
Reilly's drug store, 3400 Chippewa 
street, on June 16, 1928. 

While English did not testify, 
his statement was placed in the 
record through an affidavit by 
Irving L. Spencer, attorney for 
Murphy, in support of a motion 
for new trial. Spencer said En- 
glish had declined to make an affi- 
davit, but since affirmation of 
Murphy’s conviction English has 
made an affidavit which has been 
forwarded to the Governor. A de- 
cision on holding a hearing will be 
made by the Governor when he re- 
turns next week from Salt Lake 
City. 

Evidence “Amply Sufficient.” 

The court, after considering the 
Spencer affidavit, ruled the evi- 
dence in the trial was “amply suf- 
ficient” to support the jury’s ver- 
dict. The court held Murphy re- 
ceived a fair and impartial trial 
and that an examination of the 
record had disclosed no error. 

In discussing the statements at- 
tributed to English, the Court de- 
clared that “even though his testi- 
mony should be as favorable to the 
defendant as the affidavit of de- 
fendant’s counsel indicates, it is not 
probable that such testimony would 
produce a different result at an- 
other trial.” 

The Court pointed out in the 
opinion that two eye-witnesses had 
identified Murphy as the man who 
shot Reilly. They were Kenneth 
Wirtel, a clerk in the drug store, 
and Ralph J. Bold, who was in the 
store atthe time. Three other eye- 
witnesses who testified could not 


positively identify Murphy as the 


slayer. ; 
Three Contentions Overruled. 
Three principal points were 


raised by the defense on appeal, all 
of which were overruled by Com- 
missioner Berryman Henwood, who 
wrote the opinion, in Division No. 
2 of the court. The three Judges 
of Division No. 2 concurred. 

The first contention, raised for 
the first time in the case after it 
had been appealed, was that the 
trial Judge had made prejudicial 
remarks during the trial. The com- 
missioner pointed out that since de- 
fense eounsel had not raised this 
question before the trial court, he 
was not entitled to raise it on ap- 
peal. Nevertheless, the commis- 
sioner said, he had carefully re- 
viewed the entire record and found 
in it no remarks by the trial Judge 
which could have prejudiced the 
jury against the defendant. 

A second point was an attack on 
an instruction given by the trial 
Judge to the jury on first degree 
murder, defining the elements of 
the crime. The attack was on the 
sole, ground that a phrase, “or to 
accomplish some other unlawful 
purpose,” in a definition of a crime 
committed deliberately and by de- 
sign, was written into the instruc- 
tion in capital letters. It was con- 
tended this use of capital letters 
gave undue emphasis and would 
influence the jury. 

The commissioner overruled the 
comtention pointing out that the 
written instructions, as handed to 
the jury, contained numerous capi- 
talized words. He rule@ further 
that the capitalized phrase com- 
plained of, referred to an undis- 
puted fact, as whoever shot Reilly 
was, at the time of the shooting, 
attempting to accomplish an un- 
lawful purpose. He held the use 
of capital letters in the phrase 
could not be prejudicial to the de- 
fendant. 

Failure to Hear English. 

Spencer’s affidavit stated he was 
advised before the trial that En- 
glish was in the drug store at the 
time Reilly was killed, and that he 
presumed English had identified 
Murphy as the slayer because an 
Assistant Circuit Attorney had told 
him two eye-witnésses had iden- 
tified Murphy. He said he had 
called English as defense witness 
after the prosecution had not used 
him, but learned too late that En- 
glish had been excused. 
“In this connection,” the Com- 
missioner said, “the record shows 
that, shortly after the State closed 
its case in chief, defendant’s coun- 
sel requested the bailiff to call En- 
glish to the witness stand, and 
when the bailiff reported, “No- 
body out there,’ defendant’s coun- 
sel said, ‘Well, if he is not here, we 
won't use him.’ 

“The record shows that defend- 
ant’s counsel made no further ef- 
fort to procure the testimony of 
English by requesting the State to 
recall him or by reauesting the 
issuance of a new subpena for him, 
or by any other means, although 
the trial continued for several 
hours thereafter. 

Finds No “Due Diligence.” 

“In the face of these disclos- 
ures,"’ the Commissioner continued, 
“we cannot agree with defendant's 
counsel in the statement that he 
‘used due diligence under the cir- 
cumstances and was not able, by 
the exercise of due diligence, to 
discover the information possessed 
by English until after the trial.’ 
Furthermore, defendant’s counsel 
did not procure an affidavit from 
English as to what his testimony 
would be in the event of another 
trial of this case. Indeed, it ap- 
pears that English declined to 
make such an affidavit. 

“But, even though his testimony

Spalding, who was 88 years old, 
was buried with his wife, who died 
at their home in Washington, D. C., 
about two months ago: The véteran 
show man, who left St. Louis about 
30 years ago, died June 25. His 
father, known as “Doc” Spalding, 
a circus man, brought him here as 
a boy aboard his show boat. The 
elder Spalding built the Olympic 
originally as a hippodrome, but re- 
modeled it as a theater. His son 
followed in his footsteps, and in- 
creased the estate. 

Besides managing the theaters, 
attending to the bookings himself 
until the late A. L. Erlanger estab- 
lished a centralized booking sys- 
tem, Spalding at one time owned 
the new New St. James Hotel and 
held considerable real estate. 

Frank W. Schramm, a real estate 
man with offices in the Wain- 
wright building, who became his 
business agent here shortly after 
Spalding left St. Louis, said the 
downtown properties had been dis- 
posed of several years ago, but 
there remained about $200,000 
worth of real estate in various 
other sections of the city.

He was a member of the Metro- 
politan and Chevy Chase clubs 
there and an honorary member of 
the Army and Navy Club:

The ‘Why’ of Tone Control on a Receiver— 
KDKA Listeners Who Want Classical Music 
Tschaikowsky and Bee-

What is tone contol on a receiv- 
er? 

Suppose one throws a rock into a 
pool of water. Near where the rcck 
entered the water are many fine 
ripples. Near the outer edge are 
larger and more - readily detected 
Waves. 

The little ripples and the big rip- 
ples might be called frequencies. 
The little ripples would be the high 
frequencies, the big ones the low 
frequencies. In terms of frequency 
tones, the little riprles would be 
the high notes, the big ripples the 
bass notes. 

Many are familiar with the high 
notes on a tuning fork. The vi- 
brations or frequencies barely are 
perceptible. But when a lower 
note is struck cne begins to hear 
the vibrations or frequencies. The 
lower the tone struck, the more ea- 


‘sily heard are the vibrations—or 


frequencies. 

In the early days of radio the 
high frequencies were favored, and 
many sets failed to record any of 
the bass notes. Then set builders 
began to creep down so the the 
last cf the battery sets got some of 


‘the bass notes. 


— 


Then came the electric sets. Lis- 
teners were demanding the “deep 
notes,’ as they called them. Many 
electric sets concentrated on those 
“deep notes,” so much so that a so- 
prano sounded like a contralto. The 
sets were being built to catch the 
lower range of frequencies. 


Now set builders have found a 
demand for the entire range of fre- 
quencies—the highest tone and the 
lowest—in other words, what is 
desired is a perfect reproduction of 
the music as it is being played. The 
“tone control” is the answer to this 
demand. With it, the set user can 
adjust his receiver to whatever 
range of frequencies he prefers. If 
he likes the deeper tones, he turns 
his tone control one way. If he 
wants the higher notes to predomi- 
nate, a twirl on his tone control 
dial gives him what he wants.

Stations Owned 
By Churches Are 


Becoming Fewer 


Seven Sold—Radio Board Re- 
sistr Efforts of Religious 
Groups to Obtain Licenses, 


By MARTIN CODEL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.— 
Broadcasting stations owned by re- 
ligious institutions are gradually 
yielding their places to commer- 
cial interests. In recent months, 
seven church stations were sold 
and the transfer of their licenses 
ratified by the Federal Radio Com. 
mission. 

Efforts of other church groups 
to find a place in radio are almost 
invariably resisted by the Commis- 
sion, which has shown a decided 
preference for stations furnishing 
an all-around program service 
rather than for those with highly 
specialized messages. However, 
even before the Commission came 
into being about 50 stations were 
owned by churches, theological 
schools or evangelists. . 

The ranks of the 50 are slowly 
being depleted, though some of the 
religious stations, notably those 
owned and operated by evangelists, 
show no disposition whatever to 
abandon radio. For/the most part, 
churches are depending for radio 
outlets upon affiliations with their 
focal broadcasting stations while 
their national organizations are 
sponsoring programs over the net- 
works, 

The church stations which re- 
cently abandoned or offered to 
abandon their licenses to commer- 
cial enterprisers were: WABL 
First Universalist Church, Bangor, 
Me.; WGBC, First Baptist Church, 
Memphis, Tenn.; WNBJ, Lonsdale 
Baptist Church, Knoxville, Tenn.; 
WEMC, Emanuel Missionary Col- 
lege, Berrien Springs, Mich. ; 
KGFG, Faith Tabernacle Associa- 
tion, Oklahoma City; WDAH, Trin- 
ity Methodist Church, El Paso, 
Tex.; and KQW, First Baptist 
Church, San Jose, Cal. 

Most church stations are _ local, 
low-powered. affairs. Among the 
sects represented in the list of 
those remaining are the Baptists, 
Methodists, Presbyterians, Cath- 
olics, Congregationalists, Luther- 
ans and Seventh Day Adventists. 

Only a few have 1000 watts or 
more power, and these almost in- 
variably are on the air only part 
time, as, for example, WLWL, 
Kearny, 
ist Fathers, which broadcasts only | 
from 6 to 8 p. m. daily; 
New York, and WORD, Batavia, 
Ill., owned by the People’s Pulpit 
Association, each sharing time 
three ways with nearby stations; 
WMBI, Chicago, Moody Bible In- 
stitute, which shares time with 
WCBD, Zion, INL, owned by Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva, and KTBI, Los An- 
geles, owned by Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson, which shares with KGEF, 
Los Angeles, owned by the Trinity 
Methodist Church, and KFUO, St. 
Louis, which shares time with 
KSD. 

Only a few of the church sta- 
tions “sell time” to commercial 
sponsors of programs. Except for 
the. evangelists, who often solicit 
funds for their stations over the 
air, the church stations have found 
the economic burden of operating 
broadcasting stations too great. 
This accounts for the willingness 
of many of them to sell out. On 
the other hand, others, like the 
People’s Pulpit Association and 
Wilbur Glenn Voliva, have per- 
sistently sought better wave 
lengths and more time on the air 
from the Federal authorities, but 
in vain.

Motor Output for 
Balance of Year

DETROIT, Mich., July 3.—Al- 
though the end of the depression 
that has all but suspended opera- 


tions in the automobile industry 
still is an indefinite distance 
“around the corner,” production 


engineers and sales executives alike 
face the second six months of 1930 
considerably less worried than they 
did the first half-year period. 
Profiting by the experiences—most 
of them entirely new to the indus- 
they 
have begun to see that many 
things common to the business of 
making motorcars in past ycars 
must be definitely discarded in fa- 
vor of a new scheme of things. 

Perhaps the outstanding of the 
lessons learned in the first half of 
1930 is a realization that the old 
plan of production to capacity for 
part of the year and then closing 
down or almost suspending opera- 
tions must be definitely abandoned. 
In former years the practice has 
been for the factories to proceed at 
top speed and expect dealers and 
distributers to stock many more 
cars than they could immediately 
dispose of. The 
weakness in what the trade knows 
as “dealer mortality,” but what the 
man in the street calls bankruptcy. 
So it is that the industry’s leaders 
now talk of “demand and supply 
—sor sales and production,” rather 
than “supply and demand.”’ 

Demand Rules Prosperity. 

Heretofore, while employment 
conditions were good and wages 
high, the dealer in the automotive 
picture has been left pretty much 
tc his own resources and initiative, 
the producers holding that their 
sole function was output and the 
dealers the responsibility and the 
worry of distribution. 
suddenly last fall with an over- 
production of nearly 1,000,000 
units, the industry has come to re- 
alize that demand for its products 
after all rules its prosperity. Lev- 
eling off producticn to demand, the

OR a bright day in mid-sum- 
F mer, when there is no threat of 
rain, an attractive and interest- 
ing short trip is to the Marquette 
shrine on the LIllinois River, a 
mile north of Grafton, Ill, which 
marks the landing place of the ex- 
plorer-priest when he and Joliet 
descended the Illinois to its con- 
fluence with the Mississippi. With- 
in a few months, with the com- 
pletion of Illinois Route 109 to 
Grafton from Route 3 at East 
Newburn, the trip may be made 
on concrete all the way but the 
convenience of that will be poor 
compensation for the present more 
diversified route, feasible in fair 
weather, through the Piasa hills, 
touching at Elsah and Chautauqua 


and threading the picturesque can- 


yon known as Mason's Hollow. The 
distance this way is about 100 miles 
for the round trip. 

The way to go is te cross the 
Municipal Bridge and proceed out 
Tenth street in East St. Louis to 


St. Clair avenue, turning left there’ 


and following Illinois Route 4 past 
the National Stock Yards, through 
Brooklyn, Venice, Madison, Gran- 
ite City and Nameoki to Mitchell. 
There a turn left is made across 
the railroad tracks on Route 2, 
which is followed through Hart- 
ford, Wood River and East Alton 
to Alton. After crossing the Wood 
River bridge at East Alton the 
route forks at the foot of the hill. 
offering the choice of turning to 
the left through the business dis- 
trict of Alton to North Alton or 
keeping straight ahead up the hill 
and through Upper Alton to North 
Alton. The advantage of the lat- 
ter route is that it traverses at- 
tractive residence districts and 
passes Rock Spring Park. 


Through Pleasant Valley. 


At North Alton, at the end of the

flows through a pleasant valley, 
and after crossing the bridge and 
going part way up the hill on the 
far side leave the concrete and 
turn into a winding road which 
comes presently to the bank of 
Piasa creek, follows it for a mile, 
turns left over a hill, passes Bel- 
trees Catholic Church, crosses the 
railroad at Beltrees and beyond 
that climbs the divide and drops 
down a long hill into the quaint 
village of Elsah.

started from Detroit, Mich., on one 
of the most unusual endurance 
tests in the history of the automo- 
bile industry, arrived in 8t.

In the course of the prolonged 
grind, the car will visit the capitals 
of every State, points of interest 
such as Pikes Peak and the na- 
tional parks, and will contact with 
Dodge dealers in every good sized 
town in the country. 

A record will be kept of every 
minor repair that is made by the 
A. A. A. representative, who will 
make public his reports and com- 
ments from time to time as the 
demonstration progresses.

Returning to the point where the 
village was entered continue past 
the big spring on the left to where 
the roads fork at the upper end of 
the valley and turn left a mile to 
the entrance to Piasa Chautauqua.

Leaving Chautauqua, turn left at 
the end of the private road two 
miles to the graded bed of Route 
109 and left over the graded road 
two miles to the point where this 
road veers left away from the 
power wires.

y Road Narrow in Spots. 

Caution is needed in driving 
through the canyon because the 
road is so narrow in places, includ- 
ing a stretch over the flat rocks of 
the creek bed, that machines can- 
not pass each other, but the wider 
places for passing are not far 
apart. Leaving the hollow, which 
is about two miles long, and en- 
tering Grafton, turn to the right 
slong the Illinois River, passing the 
game preserve on the right, a mile 
to the Marquette monument, which 
was erected last year on a rocky 
elevation overlooking the river. 

To avoid returning through Ma- 
son's hollow and.climbing the steep 
hill that leads out of it, continue 
to the lower part of Grafton and 
turn left into Route 109, following 
it by easy grades to the top of the 
hill, passing the cemetery on the 
right and on six miles to cross 
roads, where the graded road is 
biecked, turn left one mile to New- 
burn and right one mile to Route 
3 and right on the concrete to 
Piasa Creek, four miles, and return 
through Alton to St. Louis by the 
outgoing route, or, if preferred, 
cross the Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers by the twin Alton bridges 
and on into North St. Louis.

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Second Floor Porch Adds 
Comfort to a Residence 


Because They Lack Second Floor Porches, 
Many Homes Cheat Their Owners Out of 
a Great Deal of Pleasure. 


Where the home has a first floor 
‘porch, the cost of adding an up- 
stairs porch overhead is small, es- 
pecially when consideration is given 
to the fact that the additional space 
increases the market value of the 
dwelling as well as the comfort of 
its occupants. 

Whether the porch Is to be large 
or small, merely screened or’ com- 
pletely inclosed, its building should 
be supervised by a competent con- 
tractor. 

While the screened upstairs 
porch is a valuable addition to the 
home during the summer months 
when it can be used for outdoor 
sleeping, a fully inclosed porch can 
be made comfortable for year- 
round use. 

Although slightly more expensive 


to construct, the fully inclosed 
porch will add more to the home's 
value and, consequently, can be 
considered an excellent investment 
in terms of dollars as well as com- 
fort and convenience. 

Weather Stripping. 

If the inclosed porch is properly 
constructed, it is frequently un- 
necessary to extend the original 
heating system to make it comfort- 
able during the winter. The proper 
use Of weather stripping and insu- 
lation board will, in most cases, 
solve the problem, 


With the inclosed porch the roof 
construction is even more impor- 
tant than with the open porch. The 
roof must not only keep out the 
heat of the summer sun, but also 
must prevent the escape of furnace 
or boiler heat in winter. 

Exterior Should Harmonize. 

The exterior finish of the porch 
should either match or harmonize 
with the exterior of the house. 
This, usually, is neither difficult 
nor expensixe. Insulation board 
can be used as sheathing to pre- 
vent drafts and loss of heat, and 
the various forms of wood or brick 
siding can be applied over it, or 
stucco can be applied directly to it. 

Care should be exercised to be 
sure the windows fit snugly, espe- 
cially since they will probably be 
large to permit free circulation of 
air in the summer months. Weather 
stripping is frequently advisable. 
Flooring and wood work can be 
matched with that of inside rooms. 

Before going far with plans for 
a second floor porch, whether open 
or inclosed, the wise home: owner 
will consult a _ reliable lumber 
dealer or contractor. Sometimes it 
is also judicious to confer with an 
architect, who may have sugges- 
tions that will make the porch add 
considerable beauty as well as com- 
fort to the home.

As one “who spent 10 months in the prov- 
inces of Western Russia, the writer can real- 
ize in a small measure what the communist 
leadership must overcome if the industriali- 
zation program is to succeed. At bottom 
there is the sullen resentment, common to 
all people, at having work directed. In Rus- 
sia, as a heritage from the monarchist regime, 
with its bribery, cruelty and special favors, 
this resentment, unless overcome by social 
propaganda, is especially strong. And it must 
be remembered that from 1917 until 1923, 
Russia suffered war, -civil war, invasion and 
famine, enough to make any people lose hope. 


Peasants Less Enthusiastic. 
Soviet propaganda has succeeded in a con- 


siderable degree in spreading hope and op- 
timism among the industrial workers but has 
had less success with thé individualistic pea- 
sants, who lost their enthusiasm for the revo- 
lution after they had taken over the estates 
of large landowners. Persuasion and forcible 
measures, however, are bringing results. - 

The Russian social movement was divided 
into three phases——first, to arouse the work- 
ers to revolution; second, to teach the work- 
‘ers that they were the real rulers, and third, 
to increase production. Russia is now in the 
third phase. 

The communist party is the tutor of the 
Russian people, and its textbooks are Karl 
Marx’s “Capital” and Lenin’s writings.. And 
whatever one’s opinions regarding communism 
and socialism, the sincerity of the high rank- 
ing Russian communists can not be success- 
fully challenged. American politicians, ac- 
customed to various perquisites of office, may 
find their devotion to the communistic cause 
utterly unbelievable, but it is taken for grant- 
ed in Russia, both by the natives and the 


resident Americans, Germans and British. The 


communists who are directing this gigantic 
experiment get nothing for their sacrifices 
ex¢ept a premature grave and the grafifica- 
tion of the love for power. 

Unfortunately, the same generalization can- 
not be made for the remainder of the party.

This brings us to a consideration of the po- 
litical and governmental organization of So- 
viet Russia—political as well as governmen- 
tal because the communist party makes no 
bones of the fact that it is the dictator of 
the country and intends to remain so for a 
long time, 


Theory of Government. 


Theoretically, the government of the So- 
viet Union graduates from the lowest Soviet 
or council in a small village or*a factory to 
the highest directing body, the Central Exec- 
utive Committee of the Union Congress. Ac- 
tually, the government is run by the Political 
Bureau of the communist party. The dic- 
tator, with more power than Ivan the Terri- 
ble, is Joseph Stalin, the man of steel, gen- 
eral secretary of the party, who holds no 
official governmental position. 


The Soviet Union-is now composed of six 
allied republics: The Russian Socialist Fed- 
erated Soviet Republic, of which Moscow is 
the capital, as well as capital of the Union; 
the Ukranian Republic, the White Russian 
Republic; the Trans-Caucasian Federated Re- 
public, the Uzbeck Republic and the Tur- 
coman Republic. The Trans-Caucasian Re- 
public ts itself a union of three republics. 


In addition to the six allied republics, there or 


are autonomous republics within the Union, 
less advanced politically and economically 
and with a lesser degree of self-government. 
The republics are divided into provinces in 
which the loeal government graduates down 
to the county, the city and the village. The 
Soviet Guide Book, approved by the Govern- 


‘ment, sets forth the following governmental 


organization: 

No electoral rights are enjoyed by per- 
sons who exploit other people’s labor, or 
who trade and live on rents, ete. The vil- 
lage and town soviets elect delegates to 
the district soviets and the latter elect dele- 
gates to the provincial soviets. The rep- 
resentative bodies of the autonomous re- 
gions and republics are elected on the same 
system. The Soviet Congresses of the Vari- 
ous provinces and autonomous units elect 
delegates to the Union Congress. All local 
elections take place by stages, immediately 

‘before the Union Congress, thus securing 
living contact with the masses and giving 
clear and constant expression to the will 
of the workers. 

The Union Congress of Soviets, com- 
posed of 1500 delegates, meets as a rule 
once a year, and the session lasts from 


10 to 12 days. After the close of the Con- . 


gress, the delegages surrender their man- 
dates. The Union Congress is the supreme 
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organ of authority, having both legislative 
and administrative functions. The soviet 
system knows of no rigid division between 
legislative and executive authority, such 
as exists under the parliamentary system of 
bourgeois democracy. 

As a rule the Congress does not frame 
laws, it merely lays down the basic princi- 
ples of policy in various domains of na- 
tienal life. The actual work of legislation, 
on the basis of principles laid down by the 
Union Congress, is carried out by the Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the Union, and 
by the praesidium of that body, which 
promulgates*the various laws and codes 
and carries out all measures of an admin- 
istrative nature. 


Committee With Vast Power. 


The Central Executive Committee is com- 
posed of 400 members, and meets at least 
three times annually. The real work natur- 
ally falls on a committee, the praesidium, a 
permanent body. The Executive Committee 
appoints the Council of Peaple’s Commisgars, 
which corresponds to a cabinet in a demo- 
cratic country. The principal commissariats 
are for foreign affairs, finance, army and 
navy and transport. 3 » 

Far economic purposes the national terri- 
tory was redistributed recently into “regions” 
“oblasty,’”’ in an effort to get coherent 
units for traffic, production and distribution. 
Some observers in Russia believe that event- 
ually, when the country is highly industrial- 
ized, these economic regions may become gov- 
ernmental units. | 

Under the theoretical government set-up as 
given, the elector in a village or factory is 
six or seven steps removed from the highest 
government body. As a matter of practical 
politics, such complications play into the 
hands of the politicians. 

Under the electoral system the urban in- 
dustrial workers, by a process of apportion- 
ments, the reason for which will be explained 
later, have three\to five times the voice of 
the peasants. The franchise is not based on 
passive residence in a given area, but on ac- 
tive performance of socially useful work. 
The disfranchised include former White of- 
ficers, priests, traders and “rich’’ peasants. 
About 5 per cent are disfranchised in the 


cities and 1 per cent in the country. The 


voting age starts at 18. Women, of course, 


can qualify as electo®. y 


It will be seen that such an electoral set-— 


up has democratic possibilities. The fact that 
industrial workers select their representatives 
in factories or in trade groups instead by 
geographic areas is not of vitsl importance, 
either for better or worse. The peasants

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A more serious factor, from the western 
point of view, is in the complicated indirect 
system which play directly into the hands of 
machine politicians—in Russia, the commun- 
ist party. The open elections also give the 
communists a seemingly unwarranted advan- 
tage. If an elector arouses the disfavor of 
the local communist leader, he can be pun- 
ished, either economically or by the police. 
A secret ballot might bring about some start- 
ling changes, particularly in the rural dis- 
tricts.

Peasant opposition to the commudist Tule 
is the reason for discriminations in favor of 
the urban voters. The city workers are more 
sympathetic to the party rule and can be or- 
ganized into more compact units. The peas- 
ants complain that the government does more 
for the city workers than for them and that in 
the “workers and peasants republic,” the work- 
ers, in fact, as well as in name always come 
first. The explanation is that the city work- 
ers really saved the revolution. Alone, the 


individualistic peasants would have left Rus- 


sia helpless against foreign invasions and the 
famine. 

The communist *party controls all political 
end governfiental machinery. It alone can 
nominate candidates. The elections are in 
open meetings and the voting is by the rais- 
ing of hands. The question is, how can l,- 
500,000 communists control the voting ma- 
thinery of 150,000,000 people? Any Ameri- 
ean politician would find the solution with- 
out much trouble. 


Lenin, as leader of the party, insisted on 
unquestioning obedience to party orders. 
Originally, Soviets were simply committees of 
strikers. The General Strike of 1905 created 
the necessity for wider organization, and by 
1917, through secret channels, the party had 
eontrol of the Soviets in the most strategical 
points. Within a short. time, the party had 
linked up the factories,-the army and fhe vil- 
lages into congresses of workers, soldiers and 
peasants. In backing the Soviets, Lenin fol- 
lowed the Marxian demand for a dictatorship 
of the proletariat, of real workers. The 
more temperate Social Democrats advocated 
the democratic Constituent Assembly. The 
Lenin and Trotzky plan had this advantage 
from a communistic viewpoint—that the for- 
mer ruling classes, even the middle class, 
could not interfere with the Soviets. 

The Soviets are frankly for the proletariat. 
“The purpose of the Soviets,” said Lenin, “‘is 
not to elicit the general will of the whole 
population. It is to express the will of the 
workers in the struggle with the bourgeoise.” 


Crushing of Opposition. 

First with the Cheka, and later with the 
Gay-Pay-Oo, the secret political police, the 
communists ruthlessly crushed all organized 
opposition. American politicians haven't this 
advantage over their rivals, but in a purely 
hypothetical case here is how the system 
would work in the United States: 

Let us suppose that the Republican party 
had succeeded in crushing all Democratic, 
Socialist dnd Independent opposition and had 
complete control of all newspapers, maga- 
zines, books and radio stations. First the 
Republicans would establish rigid rules for a 
tomparatively small membership and bind 
members to absolute obedience to offers from 
the top. Then by township, city, county and 
state party conventions, delegates would be 
selected to the national*convention. Such a 
national convention, comparable to the com- 
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munist party convention now about to meet in 
Moscow, would consider the state of the un- 
ion, and would outline a general plan for the 
future. The platform committee would cor- 
respond to the all-powerful Communist Polit- 
bureau, and the chairman of the National 
Committee would correspond to the all-power- 
ful Stalin. Those who refused to, obey orders 
would be consigned to outer darkness, as 
was Trotzky, who dared-to oppose Stalin, 


Putting a Poliey in Force. 


Following out the comparison, the Ameri- 

cany party in power ‘gould lay Gown a nation- 
al legislative ip, which Congress would 
be forced to a opt intmediately and the execu- 
tive department*to administer. If anyone re- 
fused to carry out the party’s orders, . he 
would immediately be replaced by an obedi- 
ent party member. Any attempts at opposi- 
tion would be ruthlessly met by a secret po- 
lice responsible only to the party in power, 
either on actual or trumped up charges. 
* In local Government matters, the County 
Courts, the City Councils and the State Leg- 
islatures would be guided first by pronounce- 
ments of the national eonvention, and sec- 
ond by the actions of the local units of the 
party, much the sanie as at present only in a 
more militant and extreme manner, 

The Governor, most of-the State Legisla- 
tors, the Mayors and Aldermen and County 
Judges would either be obedient members of 
the party or in sympathy with its program. 
The National Committeeman for the state, or 
the state chairman, not the Governor, would 
be the boss in state affairs, and he would 
be responsible not to the citizens but to the 
directing forces in Washington. The party 
program would be forced through regardless 
of the will of the people. The’ President, 
like Kalinin, president of the All-Russian §o- 
viet Executive Committee, would be a mere 
figure head. 


The obvious reaction to this somewhat gen-: 


eral comparison is that the Anglo-Saxon would 
not stand for such disregard of civil rights. 
But something of the same sort is going on 
in Italy; in some of our cities the machine 
politicians make only gestures to the popular 
will, and the method of picking Southern 
delegates to Republican national conventions 
is nothing to show the Russians as a shining 
example.of democratic government.

A charge of assault 
to kill is still pending against him.

OMITTED ON BUILDING 


Corners on New York Apart- 
ment to Be Combination 
Sun Porch-Lawn. 


Architects, builders and en- 
gineers in all parts of the country 
are interested in a new develop- 
ment in building construction, now 
being fntroduced in New York, 
which many believe will revolu- 
tionize the structural design of the 
large apartment of the future. The 
innovation is being incorporated 
in the $14,100,000 29-story Ma- 
jestic apartments being erected on 
Central Park West, between Sev- 
Seventy-second 


streets, 

According to S. W. Straus & Co., 
investment bankers, who are fi- 
nancing the apartments through a 
$9,400,000 issue of first mortgage 
6 per cent bond certificates, the 


new building method consists of 


omitting the usual supporting ver- 
tical steel columns at the corners 
of the building up to the nine- 
teenth floor. The elementary en- 
gineering principle of the canti- 
lever is employed to support the 
horizontal girders at the corners. 
This principle has been extensively 
developed abroad, notably in Ger- 
many, where it is used in the con- 
struction of so-called “glass sky- 
scrapers.” 

Free from the obstruction of the 
vertical column, each corner room 
will be completely glass-enclosed 
on two sides, and will serve as a 
sun porch or solarium for the 
apartment to which it is attached. 
In summer the glass can be re- 
moved and the porch converted 
into an open terrate. The advan- 


tage of this type of construction is 


that it gives the city dweller some 
pleasure of living in the country, 
the open terrace being comparable 
to the spacious porch or veranda 
of a large suburban residence,

BRAZILIAN COFFEE PRICES 
DROP; OUTLOOK SERIOUS 


Withdrawal of Support Reported 
to Be Result of President- 
Elect’s Conferences Abroad, 

By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, July 
5.—Further recession in coffee 
prices, following a sudden drop in 
Brazilian exchange during the last 
few days caused the statement to- 
day by leading financial writers 
that Brazil will face in the next 
months the most serious financial 
period in her history. 

Withdrawal of the support of 
the milreis by the Banco de Brazil 
was generally unexpected but it 
was rumored to have been the re- 
sult of conferences between pres- 
dent-elect Prestes and bankers in 
New York and London. Uncon- 
firmed reports stated that the 
president-elect had advised the 
Brazilian Government to drop the 
support of the milreis to let it 
find its true level in foreign/ mar- 
kets. 

The newspapers today pointed 
out that many states and munici- 
palities, including Rio, are behind 
in their payment of Government 
employes.

How can I best describe that 
spirit?

Tor summer theatrical season 
of 1930 is destined, you gather, 
to be slim.

By the Associated Presa, 
BUDAPEST, July 5.—The Buro-

ST, CLAIR COUNTY ADOPTS 
$630,000 ROAD PROGRAM 


Money Will Be Expended to Con- 
nect City Streets With 
State System. 

The St. Clair County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday adopted a 
program outlined by the Road and 
Bridge Committee providing for 
the expenditure within the next 15 
years of $630,000 for connecting 
East St. Louis and Belleville streets 
with State highway routes. 

Of the sum, $480,000 will be ex- 
pended in East St. Louis and the 
remainder in Belleville. On ac- 
ceptance of the streets by the State 
as a part of its system, the county 
will be reimbursed half the cost 
of construction. About $75,000 a 
year will be spent in beginning the 
work. 

Plans also were made for the 
removal of the first St. Clair Coun- 
ty courthouse, now in Jackson 
Park in Chicago, to a lot owned 
by the county near its original lo- 
cation in Cahokia. The old site 
has been sold. 

Sums totaling $12,271.17, now 
held by formers Masters of Chan- 
cery, representing money from 
estates which has not been claimed 
by heirs should be turned over to 
the county, it was decided by the 
board. Those holditg the money 
after the expiration of their offices, 
said that the County Treasurers 
refused to accept it since it might 
be called for at any time.

Father, Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria. 


who performed an autopsy, inclined to 
the latter view and issued a certificate 
of accidental death. The County 
Prosecutor, after an _ investigation, 
gave a similar Opinion, declaring he 
could find no motive for suicide. But 
failure to find a motive for suicide is 
not enough to convince the majority 
of observers that Donald Andrews did 
not end his life. Superstitious souls 
will declare it was the sinister influ- 
ence of the Hapsburg blight that did 
for Andrews.

Donald Andrews was once married to 
the ‘‘daughter of the Meyerling trag- 
edy’’ had been almost forgotten until 
his death. Then, surging up in the pub- 
lic’s collective memory, came all those 
grim but romantic tales of the Haps- 
burgs and the visitations upon them 


of the curse. 
GQ ours woes almost seems to bear 

out the old superstition. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the woes of the ill-fated 
family began when Francis Joseph, as 
a boy of 18, was ordered by the fam- 
ily council to dethrone his uncle and 
seize the crown of Austria-Hungary. 
But the curse was placed upon the 
household in the first year of his 
reign, and romantic writers have al- 
ways chosen to point back to it as the 
beginning. It was uttered by Countess 
Karolyi, with all the hatred and vin- 
dictiveness of a woman torn by rage 
and grief. That was in 1848. 

Following the execution of her son 
for his activity in the Hungarian up- 
rising, Countess Karolyi sought an 
audience with the young Emperor 
Francis Joseph. In his presence she 
denounced him in scathing terms. She 
prayed that his life might be stripped 
of happiness, that misery and suffer- 
ing might befall those nearest to him 
and that he be crushed to earth in 
despair. 

Whether her prayers had anything 
to do with it or not, the life of 
Francis Joseph was 
filled with misery 
throughout the 68 
years of his reign. He 
was known as the sad- 
dest monarch of his 
time. He was unhap- 
pily married. His court 
was notorious for its 
scandals, intrigues and 
turmoil. He was beat- 
en in diplomacy, de- 
feated in battle and 
flung out of kingdom 
after kingdom. Once 
he was forced to fire 
on his own capital. He 
was duped into permit- §& 
ting his brother, Max- 
imilian, to become the “wi 
tool of Napoleon III 2 > 
in a wild scheme to 
establish a §Franco-

1889, after an intrigue to dethrone 
his own fathér. The mysterious disap- 
pearance of Archduke John of Tuscany 
(John Orth), followed a year later. 
Archduchess Matilda was burned to 
death a year later in her father’s pal- 
ace, when her dress caught fire. Em- 
press Elizabeth was assassinated in 
1898, and in 1914 came the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and his wife, precipitating the World 
War. Charles, successor to his great- - 
uncle’s throne, was banished and died 


‘in exile. Countess Gabriella Szechenyi 


ended her life at Genéva in 1924 over 
an unhappy love affair with Archduke 
Eugene of Austria. Now come the 
deaths of Alma Vetsera and her one- 
time husband. 

Of all these, the one which bore 
most heavily upon the unhappy house- 
hold and the one which seemed 
to perpetuate most violently the curse 
of suicide was the death of Crown 
Prince Rudolph in what has since 
been known as the Meyerling Castle 
tragedy. 

Rudolph’s death was steeped in 
mystery. Only within the last five 
years or so has it been fully explained. 
In 1913, Countess Marie Louise Lar- 
isch, cousin of Rudolph and for many 


years a member of the royal house- 


hold as lady in waiting to Empress 
Elizabeth, her aunt, told much of the 
Meyerling story in her autobiography, 
‘“*‘My Past.’’ Four years ago, when she 
came to America, she enlarged upon 
this account in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, relating hith- 


erto unpublished facts bearing on 
Rudolph's conspiracy for a coup 
d’etat and on his complicated 


love affairs. 


T 23 Rudolph had married Prin- 
Ace Stephanie of Belgium and 

the alliance, entered into for 
state reasons alone, had turned out to 
be a thoroughly unhappy one. By the 
time he was 30 Rudolph had become 
notorious for his intrigues with beau- 
tiful women of the court. Principal 
among these was Baroness Vetsera. 

In the winter of 1888- 
89 gossip began to find 
its way about—gossip 
to the effect that Mary 
Vetsera was an expec- 
tant mother. 

On the afternoon of 
January 30, 1889, Mary 
appealed to the Count- 
ess to take her to Ru- 
dolph’s chambers, and 
there, in the presence of 
Countess Larisch, she 
abandoned herself to a 
fit of jealous rage, in 
which she bitterly re- 
buked the Crown Prince

known. The Empress Carlotta went in- 
sane trying to induce Napoleon to aid 
her husband, and Maximilian himself 
was overthrown and executed by a fir- 
ing squad. Francis Joseph's Italian 
provinces revolted and joined the king- 
dom of Victor Emmanuel. Then, to 
complete the dissolution of the dual 
monarchy, came, eventually, the 
World War. 

But along with all these public dis- 
asters ran a succession of private or 
personal griefs the like of which no 
other royal family of modern times 
has known. There was the suicide of 
Ludwig Il, the ‘‘Mad King” of Bavaria, 
in 1886. There was the suicide of 
Crown Prince Rudolph at Meyerling in

Responsible for the murder of at 
least 10 persons, chiefly women and 
children, and murderous attacks on 
several others, the dreaded Vampire 
has been unmasked as a commonplace 
working man whom neighbors had re- 
garded as a peaceable and respectable 
citizen. He is Peter Kuertin, 47 years 
old, a stone mason, who lived with his 
wife in a tenement in the center of the 
city. He {s held now under guard in 
the Dusseldorf Jail. 

Since his arrest and subsequent con- 
feasion of murders dating as far back 
as 30 years ago, the fear which once 
gripped the populace has turned into 
a bitter hatred, with the result that a 
lust for blood is more apparent now in 
the citizens than in the murderer him- 
self. The people, among whom are to 
be found husbands and fathers of vic- 
tims, are afraid that under the Ger- 
man system he will be sent to an asy- 


lum instead of to the gallows, and = 


they are angry and sullen. Almost 
daily mobs surround the jail crying, 
“Knife the beast,” ‘‘Lynch him,” 
“Death for the murderer.’’ 

Undisturbed by the frenzy of the 
crowd outside, Kuertin awaits his trial 
and talks willingly to the police about 
one crime or another that has baffled 
them for months. He appears to suf- 
fer no pang of remorse, but maintains 
rather the bearing of a successful bual- 
ness man who is proud of his achieve- 
ments. 


vestigators experienced in classi- 

fying criminals set him down 
as a killer of the psychopathic 
type, a sadist. He was driven to mur- 
der by an irresistible impulse, he 
said, and was haunted by no un- 
pleasant memories afterward. He even 
declared that had his arrest been de- 
layed a day or two longer he would 
undoubtedly have committed a new 
murder, as there was again surging 
within him the urge to kill and muti- 
late another victim. 

Four women, five children and one 
man, most of whom were stabbed and 
slashed to death, make up the list of 
Kuertin’s victims as the record stands 
now. All of these murders he has con- 
fessed. Besides these, 20 or more per- 
sons, mostly women, were savagely 
attacked in the neighborhood of Dus- 
seldorf during the period of the “‘Rip- 


Prreniatore exve and other in- 


per’ murders. Some were. stabbed 
and others struck on the head with a 
hammer. One girl is still receiving 
treatment for the 21 stab wounds 
which she suffered at his hands on 
the night of last August 25. In one 
sense, the wife of the ‘“‘Vampire’’ was 
a victim, too. Although she was sub- 
jected to no murderous attack, she 
was driven insane by the horror of her 
husband’s revelations when, just be- 
fore his arrest, he confessed to her 
‘hat he was the ‘Ripper.’’ Frau 
Kuertin is now confined in an asylum, 
a hopeless maniac. 

It remained for a servant girl to 
ferret out the information which re- 
sulted in Kuertin’s capture after he 
had defied and eluded the police for 
several months. With the most amaz- 
ing audacity and impudence he had 
tossed clews to the police and got 
away. Once when a search for a 
missing girl was in progress he mailed 
to a newspaper a crude map and a 
jeering letter, telling where the girl's 
body could be found buried on a lone- 
ly farm. The police dug at the spot 
and found two bodies. He seemed to 
delight in making fools of the offi- 
cers on his trail. Suspect after sus- 
pect was arrested and released and it 
had begun to look as if this mysteri- 
ous, bloodthirsty monster would re- 
main at large indefinitely. People were 
getting afraid to stir out of their 
homes at night. Then, in a moment 
of overconfidence, Kuertin made an 
error which will cost him either his 
life or his liberty. 


IS error was to let this girl 
HH eveare after he had disclosed 

to her the fact that he was 
the Vampire. It happened in the 
depths of a wooded park just outside 
Dusseldorf. The girl, slim and blue- 
eyed, gives now a graphic description 
of her encounter. 

She had met a young man who 
promised to show her the way to a 
hotel for girls, where she could spend 
the night. Instead, however, he led 
her into a park and made improper 
advances. Just then a middle-aged 
man came along and rescued her. He 
told her he would take her to the 
girls’ hotel, but suggested that first 
she should go home with him for din- 
ner. Without suspicion, she accepted 
and dined with the man and his wife. 
After the meal he led her again to 
the wooded park. Then he turned 
upon her. 

“‘Nobody can see you,” he told her. 
“‘Nobody can hear you. What would 


you do if I were to try to kill you 
here?” 


The girl relates that she then re-: 


alized he was the Ripper. Terror- 
stricken, she fell on her knees and 
begged him to spare her life. 

After hesitating for some moments, 
she says, he inquired if she could find 
the way to his house. 

‘No,’ she answered, and the an- 
swer probably saved her life. The 
man threw her to the ground and dis- 
appeared among the trees. 

At the girls’ home nobody would 
believe her strange tale. They said 
she was hysterical and had imagined 
it after being frightened at some triv-

lal occurrence. They scoffed at the 
idea of calling the police. So the mat- 
ter was dropped. But the girl wrote 
a letter to her girl chum, telling all 
about her experience, and this letter 
chanced to fall into the hands of the 
police when the person to whom it 
was addressed could not be found. 

“The police then came to see me,” 
the girl explained, ‘‘and I told them !

Angry mobs assembled 
in the street and when the officers 
came out with their captive the citizens 
attempted to seize him. It was only 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
officers saved the man from being 
lynched 1n front of his own door. 


quarters Kuertin was confront- 

ed with Fraulein Gertrude 
Schulte, another servant maid. She 
had plenty of cause for remembering 
the face of the Vampire, for she had 
survived 21 stab wounds auf- 
fered at his hands last August. 
Often before she had been con- 
fronted with suspects, but she had 
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failed to identify any of them. This 
tiie it was different. 

She had hardly entered the room 
when she stopped and gasped, ‘‘That is 
he.”” Then she fainted. 

Kuertin, who had denied his guilt 
until now, gave in. “I may as well 
tell everything,’ he said. ‘There is 
no point in denying it any longer.”’ 

Thereupon he regaled the Dussel- 
dorf Police Department with the most 
grewsome and ehocking story it had 
ever heard, and he did it with far 
more coolness that the average man 
maintains when he recounts the ex- 
ploits of his last fishing trip. In the 
middle of a searching grilling he said 
te the Police Commissioner: 

“Can't I have a cigar? A good 
smoke is so refreshing to one’s mem- 
ory.”’ 


IS request having been granted, 
H Kuertin became quite con- 

fidential. He told not only 
of his recent murders, but of his 
first serious crime, the murder 
of a girl whom he strangled to death 
in a forest near Cologne. That 
was 30 years ago, when he was a 
youth of 17. 

He told of murdering a 9-year-old 
boy in a suburb of Essen in 1926. He 
had attemptéd to break into a restau- 
rant when he found he would have to 
pass through the boy’s bedroom, so he 
cut the child’s throat to keep him from 
giving an alarm. An uncle of the boy, 
who waa living with the family at the 
time, was suspected of the crime and 
kept in custody for several weeks. 

He told also of a long list of rob- 
beries and lesser crimes for which he 
had spent many years in prison. His 
criminal record shows 17 convictions, 
with two prison sentences of six and 
seven years respectively. Both were 
for robbery with violence. Other 
crimes for which he has been pun- 
ished comprise a wide variety of of- 
fenses. He is said to have victimized 
many women by promising them mar- 
riage and then wheedling them out of 
their savings. He appears to have 
had an almost uncanny influence over 
women, and especially young girls. 

Kuertin’s wife, now said to be in- 
curably insane, was a waitress em- 
ployed in a Dusseldorf restaurant. She 
was known as a hard-working and re- 
spectable woman. During the three 
years the pair had lived in Dusseldorf 
Kuertin had been out of work much 
of the time and Frau Kuertin had 
made most of their living. Their do- 
mestic life, however, had not been 
tranquil, for there were frequent and 
bitter quarrels arising out of the wife's 
knowledge of her husband's affairs 
with other women. 

It was not until 15 days before 
Kuertin’s arrest that Frau Kuertin 
learned the dreadful secret of the 
Vampire's identity. Kuertin had not 
failed to observe that the police were 
frequently in his neighborhood and 
suspected that a net was being drawn 
about him. Somebody had found out 
in what part of the city he lived. : He 
told his wife that they must separate 
and move to some other city. About 
the same time she discovered biood- 
stains on his clothing and questioned 
him about them. He tried at first to 
explain the evidence away and then,

angered, confessed, or rather boasted, 
_that he was the Ripper murderer, & 
horrified was the woman that she be 
came very ill and so hysterical that 
she had to be taken to an asylum, 
There, it is said, her mental condition 
became steadily worse until hope of 
her recovery was abandoned. 

Apparently Kuertin exercised uncan- 
ny ingenuity in keeping his secret 
away from his wife, neighbors and the 
police for so long. In his two-room 
apartment he kept a complete ward- 
robe which he is said to have worn 
usually when on his bloodthirsty er- 
rands. His description, of course, had 
been broadcast many times, and people 
all over the city were on the lookout 
for him. Yet his appearance excited 
suspicion only once. Last November 
a resident in the same tenement saw in 
him a resemblance to the Vampire and 
told the police. Officers came to the 
tenement and questioned Kuertin, but 
he managed to prevent them from 
searching his apartment. 

After his arrest, Kuertin was taken 
by the police to the places where some 
of the murders were committed. With 
his memory thus refreshed, he gave 
with grewsome detail a full descrip 
tion of each crime. At different times 
he gave different explanations as (0 
his motive. Once he said it was to ge 
even with society for having kept him 
in prison so long. 

“I wanted revenge,” he declared, 
“revenge against all humanity. I bore 
no particular malice toward the vie 
tims themselves.”’ 

He was asked whether he felt no re 
morse after murdering small chil 
dren. 

“Herr Commissioner,” he replied, “! 
slept afterwards far more quietly than 
you.”

This was no 
better, but she did not know how to 
improve it, and so she went on to face 
Presbyterian, which she disposed of as 
Prisbeteren.

Sometimes he goes out 
of his way to visit a spot where he 
once saw a flower or shrub that in- 
terested him. If the plant is still there 
he beams with pleasure. ‘It’s like see- 
ing an old friend again and learning 
that he’s doing well,’’ he explains. He 
says he never forgets those places. It 
is small wonder, with this specialized 
memory, that, shown a rare plant, he 
can say: “Oh, yes, that’s so-and-so. 
There’s a patch of it in those woods 
back of Bill Smith’s farm in Jefferson 
County, and another along the river 
about three miles north of St. Joseph, 
and some more’’——— And 80 on. 

Back from one of these trips, Kel- 
logg will show his friends at the gar- 
den some insignificant, unpreposses- 
sing bit of verdure, and talk excitedly 
and enthusiastically about it all day. 
To the average person its just another 
pesky weed, but to Kellogg it’s a prize 
-——an obscure type with a name as 
magnificent as its appearance i# insig- 
nificant—which had previously eluded 
collectors. He proudly adds it to his 
herbarium. 

This private herbarium, which Kel- 
logg keeps at his home, is devoted ex- 
clusively to the flora of Missouri. Con- 
taining about 1600 specimens of 


‘plants above the mosses, it is said to 


be the most comprehensive collection 
of Missouri plants in existence. But it 
is incomplete and Kelloge’s greatest 
ambition now is to make it, in the next 
few years, as complete as is humanly 
possible. 

“Nobody knows, of course,’ says 
Kellogg, “how many plants there are 
in Missouri, for the State has never 
been collected except in patches, and 
even in those patches a great many 
may have been overlooked. But I 
think there are about 2200 species."’ 


HE collection which he ex- 
TL vecee his to be, with his rec- 

ord books, would be a major 
contribution to American botany. 
Efforts have been made to  per- 
suade him to write a book about what 
he has learned of the things that grow 
in Missouri—-at least, to collaborate in 
such a work, furnishing the records he 
has made in the last half-century. He 
declines to say whether he will do it 
or not. After all, it’s going out and 
finding the things that he enjoys. 
Sometimes a plant that he has never 
discovered is brought in to him. He 
finds out where it grew, and at the 
first opportunity goes there and gets a 
specimen himself. He wants to see it 
growing and note its surroundings and 
the soil from which it springs before 
he puts it in his collection. 

While several hundred species of 
Missouri plants are still lacking in his 
herbarium, acquaintances say Kellogg 
knows them all by name and could 
identify them promptly if he saw them. 
A friend recalls a day in the woods 
when they saw 107 kinds of wild flow- 
ers in bloom, and Kellogg correctly 
named them all on the spot, told of 
their distribution and habits of 
growth, and described the medicinal 
or other practical’ uses of those hav- 
ing such properties. 

His half-century of plant collecting 
has been filled with excitement—but 
only the kind of excitement that comes 
with discovery of something new, 
something sought. There have been 
no narrow escapes from beasts or rep- 
tiles, water or quicksand, fire or 
storm. Kellogg never carried weap- 
ons in his excursions into the wilds. 

“I wouldn't kill a snake—except 
one, the copperhead,” he says. “The 
copperhead is really dangerous; he 
bites without warning. But the rattle- 
snake isn’t a bad fellow. He won't 
bother you if you let him-alone, and

WAYING high in 
the rigging of an 
old square-rigged 
ship, or wrestling 
with her bucking 
wheel in a gale, is 
great sport. The 
four-month trip 
from New York to 
the Bay of Whales 
in Admiral Byrd's wooden ship, the 
City of New York, was filled for me 
—the greenest of sailors—with many 
exciting moments. As most boys 
probably do, I felt the beauty of the 
sea on the tropical nights when our 
sails were all set and a gentle breeze 
threw back reflections of the moon 
from the ripple crests of the waves. I 
enjoyed studying the stars and watch- 
ing the phosphorescent gleam of the 
water, caused by minute creatures. 

On Christmas day we sighted the 


‘Barrier. For twenty-four hours we 


stopped at Discovery Inlet and for the 
first time stretched our legs on the 
Antarctic ice. Six or eight of us saw 
that day one of the most beautiful 
sights that we encountered in the Ant- 
arctic. About four miles across the 
bay we could see a dark hole in the 
Barrier and decided that as we were 
explorers we might as well explore. 
Our party was rather scientific, in- 
cluding a doctor, a machinist, a me 
teorologist, a physicist and an engi- 
neer. But we found to our regret when 
we reached the cave that we did not 
have a photographer. 


y ITH all the precaution due to 
W our early fears of the Antarc- 
tic, we roped ourselves to- 
gether as we crossed a cracked-up 
lead before the cavern. We stood 
with silent awe before the _ giant 
portal of the Ice Barrier. The en- 
trance was about twenty-five feet 
high, with a perfect arch over it from 
which hung tremendous icicles. The 
passage was about ten to twelve feet 
wide, and as we filed into the blue 
light of the interior we found that, 
ag in all story book palaces, the walls 
were hung with rare draperies, tapes- 
tries and majestic sculptures and 
paintings. They were not man-made, 
however. Along the walls from the 
arched roof hung ice crystal tapestries 
that reached to the floor, so delicate 
that®*a slight touch would bring down 
a great shower with a sound like the 
rustle of dry leaves. Single crystals 
were masterpieces of sculpture, hexag- 
onal spirals several inches across, and 
thin as the most delicate glass gob- 
lets. From the ceiling hung great 
grapelike bunches of crystals, like the 
chandeliers in a banquet hall or a ca- 
thedral, and others looked more like 
bejeweled spider-webs in an aban- 
doned house. Everything was tinged 
with blue, not a monotonous blue, but 
rather a living blue enhanced by the 
occasional iridescent sparkle of sun- 
light on the crystals near the door- 
way. 
Cautiously we moved farther back 
into the cavern. We crawled upon 
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icy ledges, encountered steps and 
turns, until, several hundred feet in, 
the darkness caused us to halt. In 
one place we found what was evident- 
ly an old seal hole leading into the 
water below, and on all sides pieces of 
ice and snow made fine ghosts and 
goblins that spattered into shapeless 
wreckage as we touched them. The 
cave was undoubtedly formed by a 
huge crevasse that had bridged over 
long ago, and it was most unfortunate 
that we were forced to leave Discovery 
Inlet before the place could be photo- 
graphed. 


FTER another day's sail we an-

Whales. For nearly three weeks 
I had the unhappiest time of my whole 
trip. I was put on the ship’s deck 
watch. Even to have been busy with 
the unloading would have been better. 
Sometimes for two or three hours on 
end I would be in the crow’s nest on 
the lookout—nice scenery, yes, but I 
wanted to get closer to it. I needed 
exercise. Some of the gang told me I 
did not look very well, so I made bold 
to tell the Commander my desire to 
get inland and asked if I could drive 
dogs. About two days later, due to an 
unfortunate little accident to one of 
the dog drivers, I was permitted to 
drive his team. 

Dog driving is great sport. I al- 
ways liked dogs, but never did I ap- 
preciate them as I learned to do after 
driving them and caring for them.
